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Continuation of 3.: Firstly, the proposed deletion of the temperature condition within claim 41 and the deletion of the period within claim 43 
raises new issues under 35 USC 112. Secondly, the proposed amendment to the specification raises the issue of new matter, since the 
proposed amendment does not correspond to the orginally filed structure and since no clear explanation for the structure has been 
provided. 



Continuation of 1 1 .: Applicants' response fails to address the issues within the Office action, in view of the fact that the amendment will not 
be entered.
